one br other , Peter Cunningham, 
and a sister , Mr s. M aggie Mur phy, 
both of Albany, N ew Y or k, sur ­ 
vive hime.

Mr . Cunningham had not been 
in good health for the past year or 
mor e, 
and spent two months in 
Color ado the past summer in the 
hope that 
a change 
of climate 
would pr ove 
beneficial. 
He 
r e­ 
tur ned gr eatly impr oved, and had 
contemplated a second 
tr ip 
this 
summer , but on Tuesday night, 
Mar ch 31st, was compelled to take 
to his bed with symptoms of pneu­ 
monia. 
He gr ew r apidly wor se, despite 
all that Dr . E. A . W ood and Dr . 
E . F. Y an cey could do, and for 
sever al days past his life had hung 
by a slender thr ead, so that the 
final summons was not unexpected. 
Last night Mr s. John Cashman 
and Messr s. 
Fr ost W addell 
and 
Rober t M cCubbin sat up with the 
patient. 
A t 5 :30 o’clock a neigh­ 
bor 
dr opped into Mr . Cunning­ 
ham’s bed chamber and was at 
once r ecognized and gr eeted cor ­ 
dially. 
“ 
Y o u 
knew 
him, 
did 
you, 
John?” 
asked Mr . 
W addell, to 
which M r . Cunningham r eplied, 
v“ 
W h y, cer tainly,” the wor ds be­ 
ing accompanied by a smile. 
A few minutes later , while per ­ 
fectly r ational, his spir it took its 
flight, and the ear thly chapter was 
closed, his devoted wife being at 
his bedside when the end came. 
Ther e was no mor e familiar figur e 
in Sedalia than that of Mr . Cun­ 
ningham, who for twenty year s had 
made this city his home. 
A lw ays 
cour tly in his demeanor — a polished 
gentleman, 
in 
fact— and attir ed 
faultlessly, 
he 
never 
had other 
than a cheer y wor d for his legion 
of fr iends as he walked daily with 
almost the step of youth fr om his 
home to his place of business, and 
the D e m o c r a t can tr uthfully say 
that his 
pr esence 
will 
be sadly 
missed in the Queen of the Pr air ies. 


Mr . 
Cunningham was bor n in 
County Louth, Ir eland, May i6th, 
1S45, and while in his teens went 
to Belfast, wher e he cler ked in a 
mer chandise establishment owned 
bfi his uncle. 
In 1872 he came to Amer ica, 
follow ing his elder br other , Peter , 
and 
pr oceeded 
to 
Br idgepor t, 
Conn., wher e he lear ned the tailor ­ 
ing tr ade, in time becoming one of 
the most exper t cutter s 
in 
the 
countr y. 
In this capacity he was 
employed in N ew Y o r k C ity, E l­ 
mir a, N . Y ., N ew Haven, Conn., 


Nor folk, 
V a., 
Kansas City, St. 
Joseph and Sedalia. 
It was in 1S79 
Cun­ 
ningham came west, locating 
in 
Kansas 
C ity, wher e he was em­ 
ployed for some time as a cutter in 
Bean’s mer chant 
tailor ing estab- 


Ushtnent. 
Leaving ther e, he en­ 
gaged in business in St. Joseph, 
but r emained only a shor t time, r e­ 
tur ning to Kansas C ity. 
In 1883 he came to Sedalia as a 
cutter for John Walmsley, with 
whom he r emained five year s, and 
then opened an establishment of 
his own, which he had conducted 
continuously since, building up a 
fine business her e and in the sur ­ 
r ounding towns. 
In 1887 Mr . Cunningham was 
united in wedlock to Miss Eliza 
Little, and it is known to their 
legion of fr iends that no happier 
mar r iage was ever solemnized in 
Sedalia, nor was ther e a home in 
the city wher e fr iends wer e ever 
mor e welcome. 
Mr . Cunningham was a member 
of the Knights of Father Matthew, 
a Catholic temper ance society, and 
was instr umental in the or gr aniza- 
tion her e of the Junior Knights, 
for the salvation of the Catholic 
young men of the city, in whose 
welfar e no citizen was mor e deeply 
inter ested. 
Mr . Cunningham 
was 
also a 
member of the Sedalia lodge of 
Elks, and on the occasion of their 
annual lodge of sor r ow he had for 
a number of year s been one of the 
or ator s selected to pay tr ibute to 
depar ted br other s. 
Although not 
possessed of a college education, 
Mr . Cunningham was one of the 
best posted men in Sedalia on home 
and for eign affair s, and ther e was 
no subject upon which he could not 
conver se intelligently 
and enter ­ 
tainingly, whether it per tained to 
doings in cith er »the Old or the 
N ew Wor ld. 
A devout Catholic, 
Mr . C un­ 
ningham was for a ter m of year s a 
member of the boar d of tr ustees of 
Sacr ed Hear t chur ch, and the wr iter 
has it fr om the lips of the pastor , 
the Rev, Fr , S. Neiber g, that he 
had no abler adviser , nor one who 
at all times never missed an op­ 
por tunity to labor in behalf of the 
inter ests of the chur ch. 
In the death of John Cunning­ 
ham Sedalia has lost one of her 
ver y best citizens 
in 
the tr uest 
sense of the expr ession, and to the 
ber eaved widow and other r ela­ 
tives the sympathy of the com­ 
munity will be extended.

WILL INDICT FOUK. 


This Number of Senator s Said 
to Have Been Caught 


IN MR. FOLK’S DRAO NET 


Names Cannot Be Divulged at Pr esent 


— W ill Pr obe to the Ver y 
Bottom. 


Four member s of the state senate, 
and possibly mor e, will be indicted 
as a r esalt of the investigation of 
state boodling car r ied on jointly by 
the gr and jur ies her e and at Jeffer ­ 
son C ity, says today’s St. 
Louis 
Globe-Democr at. 
Indictments against these men 
will be r etur ned at the state capital, 
it is expected, possibly today, but 
mor e likely tomor r ow or Monday, 
and in almost ever y instance wher e 
an indictment is found by the Cole 
county gr and jur y for br iber y ther e 
will be an additional one found 
her e for pur jur y. 
The names of those who have 
been caught in the meshes of the 
law can not be divulged at pr esent, 
but it is said that they ar e men 
who have been pr ominent in cor ­ 
r uptly 
defeating 
or 
pr omoting 
legislation in the state assembly for 
year s. 
The names of the witnesses de­ 
pended 
upon 
to 
establish 
the 
br iber y char ge ar e not given, but 
the chain is said to be complete, 
and the pr oof of guilt conclusive. 
The evidence against the men 
who have pr ostituted their high 
office for pr ivate gain, it is said, 
is safely locked in the gr and jur y 
r ecor ds, and nothing r emains ex­ 
cept to vote the indictments and 
ar r est the culpr its. 
The developments befor e the St. 
Louis gr and jur y yester day wer e of 
a most conclusive char acter , it is 
said. 
The evidence, however , will not 
be of any avail in this city along 
the br iber y line, but as the local 
author ities ar e wor king hand in 
hand with the author ities at Jeffer ­ 
son C ity, indictments will be r e­ 
tur ned ther e within the next two 
days on the str ength of the evi­ 
dence adduced her e. 
The local gr and jur y will,' in all 
pr obability, await the action of the 
Cole county body befor e taking any 
action on the per jur y char ges.
